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ANOTHER TEXTBOOK BOOM? 


Unofficial estimates textbook sales for 1953, prepared the American Textbook Pub- 
lishers Institute, indicate that over-all textbook sales for the year will exceed 1952’s 
estimated total $152,350,000. There are figures available units. 

The main increase, said Lloyd King, executive secretary, will probably have been 
the elementary and high school areas which, 1952, the sales were estimated 
$112,550,000. increase 10% anticipated this area.

DISCOVERY INVENTION? 


Studying reports new art technique which came across our desk the other day, 
discussed with veteran art director route our office, exhibiting moderate degree 
enthusiasm (we have heard many claims “revolutionary” that takes lot 
peel back our innate skepticism), only sloshed with cold water, the statement, 
“That’s least years old!”

And when they are discovered, they often are only 
remote interest industry the moment, because internal and external pressures have not 
yet been felt which will make the application that discovery current progress 
discernible value. 

Experiments have been carried 
this direction for many years, but there was pressure increased costs, speed, and 
certain mechanical developments, force into the field necessity. The same is. 
generally true electronic binding, perfect binding, dry offset, and other current de- 
velopments. Undoubtedly, many times the decades past, they have effect been dis- 
covered, but covered back up, since there appeared immediate necessity their use, 
real interest their development except passing phenomena. 

Nevertheless, these developments, such are often reported patent files, frequently 
hold the key industrial progress tomorrow. Never underestimate the power 
discovery!

The manager trade and 
pamphlet bindery needs more 
than mastery production 
methods order succeed.

pamphlet bindery? all know that skill production 
essential, but time and time again have seen mechanically 
efficient plants which have failed. The reason for this 
invariably mismanagement. There are many elements the 
conduct trade bindery which must considered care- 
fully management, else the company may run into 
difficulties. These items, which will review briefly, in- 
clude Customer Relations, Advertising, Sales Policy, Cost 
Keeping, Estimating, Labor Relations, Credit, Equipment, 
and several others. 

first glance, this seems formidable list. But 
bear mind, review these guides good management, 


that while some require the most careful study and examina- 


tion, others need only the application few moments’ 
work and thought each day. The result can spell the differ- 
ence between success and failure the trade and pamphlet 
binding business. 


CUSTOMER RELATIONS 


The pamphlet binder must consider himself important 
member his customer’s staff. His knowledge and experi- 
ence the greatest value the customer. Some managers 
may protest, saying, “My job only what the printer 
tells me.” This not true, however, for the binder’s experi- 
ence can benefit not only the printer but the binder himself. 


Let look this example good customer relations 
and see how alertness the part the binder the needs 
the printer can result more business: 


The binder was called early job which could have 
been routine one-time order. studied carefully, noting 
the fine color work and paper that was ordered, and becom- 
ing familiar with the complete purpose the job, its ulti- 
mate destination, and its life expectancy. After studying the 
job detail recommended colorful plastic cover and 
binding place the outlined specifications, and more 
keeping with the nature the inside material. When the 
job was completed—with the binder’s suggestions accepted 
resulted sizeable re-run which ordinarily would not 
have occurred the binder had regarded himself nothing 
but telephone order-taker. 

From the very beginning the planning job, the 
binder should consult with the printer the many factors 
which must considered. Data weight and type 
stock, imposition, color work, and delivery dates all supply 


the data which needs keep his production plans 
systematic order. 

Because many jobs pass through the hands the binder 
the course one day some managers say that such 
follow-through each individual job would consume too 
much their time. consumes time, course, but the 
compensations are great good-will, increase 
ness potential, and avoidance mistakes that could 
ruinous. Instead simple telephone order-taker, the 
binder can the valuable anchor man the production 
books, pamphlets, publications, catalogs, and other materials. 

job which already has mistake the printing alignment, 
folding, some other part the production over which 
has control? Should continue with the job and 
then say, when the objects, “It isn’t fault. didn’t 
spoil the job.” difficult situation like this the binder 
should inform the printer what the result would 
went ahead with the job. better lose job than 
lose good will. 

With ingenuity, and willingness accept responsibility, 
the binder will find himself indispensable his customer 
and, result, sound economic position his busi- 
ness relationships. 


ADVERTISING 


The finest advertisement for the trade and pamphlet binder 
skillfully made job which meets betters all the re- 
quirements the customer and delivered schedule. 
There are other forms advertising, however, that good 
management can take advantage promoting the firm 
its customers. 

The purpose advertising is, course, bring the name 
your firm before prospective buyers your services. This 
can achieved many ways. 

Trade journals, newspapers. The graphic arts periodi- 
cals and newspapers have large coverage the trade and 
are ideal medium reaching the prospective customer. 
The choice the medium depends upon the trade and pam- 
binder’s field work. the case the trade binder 
specializing local jobs, local periodicals and newspapers 
serve his purpose best. The binder’s customers are con- 
cerned with strict scheduling which demands fast service 
and since the binder keeps his work confined within the 
local area which located, the local publications serve 
his purpose best.

Sales Policy for the Pamphlet Bindery

Because this large represen- 
tation binding firms, selling takes added significance 
and importance. true, that many the firms are small 
and may employ only three four people, but regardless 
the size the plant, sales some form must impor- 
tant part the management the firm.

the small firm realized that employment sales- 
man would expensive operation and most cases 
would impractical. cases such this, the firm’s selling 
program becomes the responsibility the owner. However, 
assuming the selling responsibliity necessary that 
the end the business the hands 
capable foreman. Unless there someone produce ade- 
quately the binding that being sold, most cases 
quality and service, the selling program doomed failure. 
Selling full-time job. acknowledging this, and pro- 
viding adequate supervision for the firm’s production, the 
small bindery firm will ready meet the competitive mar- 
ket which returning the bindery business. 

Sales the medium sized pamphlet bindery are more 
easily dealt with. Firms this category, with 30-40 em- 
ployees, may approach the solution this important item 
one two ways; delegating the responsibilities 
partner through the medium salesman. 

Firms hiring from 30-40 employees are usually classified 
medium-size binderies. Partnerships firms this size 
are common. cases such this the sales should dele- 
gated one the partners. should his only responsi- 
bility the business, for his share the work im- 
portant one and, mentioned before, full-time job. How- 
ever, once again important that the administration 
the firm’s business and the production the firm ade- 
quately provided for the duties the remaining partner. 
The duties each partner are equally important and the 
firm could not survive without either one. 

The hiring salesman the other solution adequate 
sales promotion the medium bindery. This will release 
the executive from sales duties and allow him give his 
attention important duties the plant operation. 

the large pamphlet binderies the only reasonable solu- 
tion the sales problem the maintenance sales force. 


true that few instances large binderies are able 


operate without sales force but this possible only when 
the company management sells through its officers. How- 
ever, the large majority firms the sales force the only 
logical answer. 

The sales activities should controlled Sales Man- 
ager, the duties this man being coordinate the sales 
with the production requirements the firm and direct 
the sales program.

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NEW LABOR DEVELOPMENTS 
—THEIR EFFECT YOUR BUSINESS 


Union Drives for Higher Wages, Shorter Hours Slated 
Continue, Addition Work Guarantee Pressure 


new developments have taken place re- 
lations, which rulings, decisions, and other precedents 
have been established which are likely have their effect 
labor relations this indusiry. Here’s quick rundown 
these points with comments indicative how their 
cation might come about. 


Higher wages will union goal despite the talk 
—or maybe because that talk—of recession and the 
threat increasing layoffs. The cost living still climb- 
ing; productivity going up. These form the two big argu- 
ments for more money the pay envelopes. Unions will 
aiso after wage work guarantees, with the big fellows 
(UAW, Steelworkers, INE) carrying the ball. Severance 
pay case layoff will also issue. The list de- 
mands includes: (i) company payments injured workers 
make the difference between compensation and aver- 
age weekly earnings, (ii) liberalization pension payments 
under the contract, apart from increased Social Security 
benefits. 

Don’t overlook the drive for shorter hours. Several unions 
are reverting this familiar theme, still considered major 
yardstick achievement. Milwaukee brewery workers walked 
out the issue. New York and other markets, the gar- 
ment industry faced with demand for uniform 35- 
hour week. Employers must ready show sound eco- 
nomic reasons for retaining 40-hour schedules. The nation’s 
need for peak production basic, course. 


Headaches multiply for the employer when his employees 
are being wooed not one, but two possibly, three unions. 
Normally, his safest position strict neutrality. there 
some good reason for favoring one union over another, 
though, the employer can make his choice known em- 
ployees. threats promises should accompany the state- 
ment. One employer watched the AFL Electrical Workers 
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and the CIO counterpart pull and tug over his employees. 
finally sent letter all employees, saying that was 
worried about strike the CIO won. Later, article 
the employee paper “frankly” recommended the AFL. The 
Board refused condemn the employer actions. 

* * * * 


Sound trucks have place the polling area when 
representation election going on, the NLRB has ruled. 
Such electioneering just buttonholing the 
individual workers and giving them pep talk before they 
their ballots. However, the Board recently refused 
set aside one election where the union used sound truck. 
was operated only briefly. Operation ceased the request 
NLRB observer. There was not “sufficiently sub- 
stantial effect upon the election constitute interference.” 
the Board concluded. 

* * * * 

Tough action dealing with illegal strike has won 
approval the NLRB. When first-shift employees walked 
out, violation the contract, management acted swiftly 
and decisively. Plant gates were closed, and all other shift 
workers were refused admittance. (The Board found that 
was not economically feasible for the second and third 
shifts operate without the first). All employees were dis- 
charged the next day, including number who had been 
absent. The contract was later cancelled and all workers 
were treated new employees. Union violation the agree- 
ment served justify these stern actions. 

* * * * * 

When the time comes negotiate new agreement, 
wise move get the union agree not strike during 
the negotiation period. District Court has that 
this protects the employer from economic pressure during 
the period after request for negotiations has been made— 
even before bargaining sessions actually start. this case, 
the union asked for meeting and the employer set date. 
Before the meeting started, was called off the union 
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and strike began. The employer’s suit for breach con- 
tract under Section 301 the Taft Act was upheld. 


* * * 


genuine impasse reached, and neither side will 
give ground its position, you can halt bargaining with 
the union. However, concessions are made some later 
time, you must make another try reaching agreement. 
Appeals Court recently found that employer was 
right call quits when impasse was reached. After 
brief strike, though, the union announced substantial con- 
cessions. The company still refused meet and was found 
guilty refusal bargain. 


Don’t plan dropping long-standing fringe benefits 
after union has been certified bargaining agent for your 
employees. These matters are bargainable, and you will 
charged with unfair labor practices. The NLRB found that 
employer violated the Taft Act when abolished Christ- 
mas bonuses, life insurance and hospitalization after the 
union won election. 

* * * * * 


Any negotiator you name deal with the union must 
have authority engage what the NLRB terms “the 
give-and-take collective bargaining.” Several cases have 
recently raised the question what restrictions may proper- 
turns out merely messenger boy, carrying pro- 
posals back and forth, the chances are that refusal bar- 
gain charges will sustained. The Board has emphasized, 
though, that there are hard and fast rules governing 
every case.

Before employer can 
found have violated the act refusing bargain, the 
union must clearly convey the employer desire for recog- 
nition negotiation. There particular formula for the

You are throwing away protection the LMRA agree- 
ing “hot cargo” “unfair goods” clause your con- 
tract. The Labor Board has reaffirmed its view that such 
clause valid defense against charges illegal secondary 
boycott. Consent advance such proviso not the 
product the union’s “forcing requiring any employer 
cease doing business with any other person,” re- 
quired the statute for finding violation. 

* *% * 


Conspiring and combining induce and encourage 
secondary boycott are offenses within the meaning the 
Taft Act provisions. Under this broad interpretation Sec- 
tion 303, court refused dismiss such suit against 
AFL union. Attorneys for the union argued that the Act 
was directed only against the act boycott itself; the court 
held that included conspiracy induce the prohibited acts. 

* * * * * 

Motor carriers cannot compelled serve shipper 
who the “unfair” list the union representing the 
employees. One company tried bring the boycott 
against within the anti-trust statute’s prohibitions. The 
Federal district court, however, refused injunction and 
damages. “hot cargo” clause was certainly not evidence 
conspiracy between the carrier and union, the court 
said, the carriers stood lose rather than gain such 
provision. 


Don’t hurry deduct fines imposed the union 


recalcitrant employees. The Labor Board found em- 
ployer guilty interference because checked off $1.00 
fine levied when the man missed union meeting. The de- 
duction was not authorized the checkoff; fact, the 
employee protested the company action. long the 
worker covered valid security clause tenders his initia- 
tion fees and normal dues, not required take part 
other union activities. This would forcing him give 
his rights under Section the Act, the court reasoned. 


Evidence continues pile that the courts are taking 
much firmer stand against picketing unions. Ohio 
court enjoined picketing the retail stores operated 
clothing manufacturer. The union was organizing the em- 
ployees the plant. Pickets were posted the retail out- 
lets several states declaring that the clothes were not 
union made. The object, according the court, was force 
the manufacturer pressure plant employees join the 
union. This was unlawful object, and the picketing could 
not justified free speech rights. 


Picketing the customers company during organ- 
izing dispute forbidden the Taft Act, Federal District 
Court judge has ruled. The union threw pickets around 
stores and gas stations selling soft drink manufactured 
the firm that was being organized. This violated the second- 
ary picketing provisions the law, and injunction 
halt the activity was issued.

Orcutt designed some the typographical masterpieces 
recent times, including the type for the subscription edi- 
tion “Science and Health, with Key the Scriptures,” 
acclaimed one the most beautiful books ever printed. 
believed that book designing fine art, not graphic one. 


There are living his wife, Louise (Thompson) Orcutt; two 
sons, Reginald Orcutt, Newport, and Philip Dana 
Orcutt, Boston, one grandchild, and three great grand- 
children.

NUMBER, QUALITY, AND TYPE die 
stamping materials available the pub- 
lisher’s production department, which 
designs and specifies the side cover and 
spine titling book, have been stead- 
ily increasing the past few years. 
There are now about dozen differ- 
ent possible varieties available the 
book publisher, not speak the 
many others which have been aband- 
oned the course experimentation. 
But lest this confuse rather than sim- 
plify, must remembered that vir- 
tually all these developments dies for 
stamping gold, foil, ink, have been 
spurred efforts supplant the still- 
reigning champion: the old fashioned 
brass die, the best known form. 

Any review stamping dies for the 
book publisher must therefore study not 
only the accepted traditional form (the 
brass die) but the newer dies well. 
most instances the new dies are not 
really new all, having been avail- 
able for many years. But they repre- 
sent new approaches the methods 
securing quality reproduction cover 
stamping lower cost line with cost- 
cutting budgets.

What does mean the publisher and the production 
manager? offers contradiction: bigger potential mar- 
ket comes time when rising costs threaten wipe out 
that market. The answer can only strong effort 
cut costs manufacture revising juveniles’ design, 
promote such widespread sales that mass production and 
distribution can bring the cost-per-copy down. 

find the answers the first part the question, and 
some leads regarding the second, B&BP queried cross- 
section leading juvenile publishers and designers invit- 
ing them take part survey discussing this prbolem. 
Apart from the usual side-issues that come any joint 
discussion, these were the principal questions raised and 
debated: 

What steps have you undertaken reduce such expenses 
art costs? What are the most common and most pre- 
ferred binding and printing methods? there any 
change type size, picture, caption and other design styles?

Hard 
yet malleable, can processed into 
curved plates dies, and ounce for 
ounce, quite cheap. etches rapid- 
and sharply, seems harden with 
use rather than wear. 


Direct type etching 


base metal for reproduction 
photographically composed copy af- 
fords several savings, that the type 
film can etched directly onto the 
metal without intervening operations 
proofing, negative making, and strip- 
ping. Since etches faster than current 
metals use, plates can made more 
rapidly, and the case break 
smash while running, great amount 
down time lost awaiting new 
plate. Its hardness makes production 
duplicate plates needless, thus elimi- 
nating still another cost. 

Originally, one the objections ad- 
vanced against the use magnesium 
for any kind printing, was its com- 
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parative unavailability customary 
sources. Few engravers cared try 
processing the metal, arguing that they 
did not want get their shops into the 
three-metal classification. Few had the 
equipment make the full size press 
plates required. 

However, that has changed great 
extent. Scores reputable photoen- 
gravers have processed the metal, dis- 
covered its good qualities, and see 
and its application both regular 
letterpress and dry offset printing, 
opportunity recapture some the 
business lost the offset press plate 
makers. 


Greater platemaking availability 


For the letterpress printer, the plant 
who owns dry offset press, frees

Wehrhan, nevertheless, succeeded 
joining the staff the Consulate 
General Stuttgart special research 
assistant political economics, keep- 
ing the office informed developments 
throughout Germany. 

While was editor Der Stand- 
punkt, Wehrhan had been invited 


accompany number other German 
journalists the study its 
press and publications methods. The 
junta sailed but Wehrhan was unable 
join it, the sale the publication 
forced him cancel his plans for at- 
tendance. The missed opportunity ran- 
kled, and finally, 1951, resigned 
from the Consulate emigrate the 
arriving here just before New 
Year’s, 1952. gained his first papers 
six months later. 

Within very few days after his ar- 
rival Wehrhan had landed job 
milkman with local dairy, that 
could support his small daughter whom 
had brought with him, with the ex- 
pectation securing his wife’s admit- 
tance soon.
